The only hope of settling the land 
question lay in the passag e of a justly reg u­ 
lated purchase a ct If this was done, with 
the establishment of fair prioes and the ab­ 
sence of coercion, the ’Irish tenants would 
fulfill their oblig ations to the last penny . 
Tho power which the bill g ave to mag is­ 
trates, which among other thing s, permitted 
them to imprison their political opponents, 
Parnell denounced as absolute despotism, 
and depicted the horrors of the bill, which 
be declared disappointed all hopes of better 
times which just now seemed to be dawning 
on Ireland. 
He urgently counseled 
the peo­ 
ple of Ireland to submit to the injustice of the 
bill ratbqr than resort to!retaliation 
or the

of any act that might drive 
Gladstone from

Parnell’s speech was one of the best 
he has 
ever mado in tho house of commons. 
It was 
intensely dram atic throughout and com­ 
manded the close attention of every person 
within the sound of his voice.

T. P. O'Connor moved to adjourn tho de­ 
bate. 
Gladstone, in supporting O’Connor’s mo­ 
tion, said there were very strong reasons 
why the debate should be adjourned, rather 
than closed.

Sometimes, after he had 
entered upon a criminal case the con­ 
v iction that his client was guilty would 
affect him with a sort of panic. 
On one 
occasion he turned suddenly to his 
associate aud said: “Sweet, the man is 
guilty; you defend him, I can’t,” and so 
gav e up his share of a large fee. 
The 
same thing happened at another time 
w hen ho was engaged with Judge B. C. 
Parks in defending a man accused of 
larceny. 
He said: “If you can say 
imything for the man do it, I can t; if I 
attempt it the jury will see that I think 
he is guilty, and will conv ict him.” 
Once ho was prosecuting a civ il suit, in 
the course of which ev idence was intro­ 
duced showing that his client was at­ 
tempting a fraud. 
Lincoln rose and 
went to his hotel in deep disgust. 
The 
Judge sent for him ; lie refused to come. 
“Tell the Judge,” he said, “my hands 
are dirty; I came ov er to wash them. ” 
We are aware that these stories detract 
something from the character of the 
lawyer, but this inflex ible, inconv enient 
and fastidious morality was to be of v ast 
serv ice afterward to his country and the 
world. 
The Nemesis which waits upon men 
of ex traordinary wit or humor had not 
neglected Mr. Lincoln, aud the young 
lawyers of Illinois, who nev er knew 
him, hav e an endless store of jokes and 
pleasantries in liis name, some of them 
as old as Howleglass or Rabelais. 
But 
the fact is that with all his stories and 
jests, his frank companionable humor, 
his gift of easy accessibility and wel­ 
come, he was, ev en while lie trav eled 
the Eight Circuit, a man of grav e and 
serious temper and of an unusual innate 
dignity and reserv e. 
He had few or no 
special intimates, and there was a line 
beyond which no one ev er thought of 
passing. 
Besides, he was too strong a 
man in the court-room to be regarded 
with anything but respect in a com­ 
munity in which legal ability was the 
only especial distinction. 
Few of his 
forensic speeches hav e been preserv ed 
but his contemporaries all agree as to 
their singular ability and power. 
He 
seemed absolutely at home in a court 
room; his great stature did not encum­ 
ber him there; it seemed like a natura 
symbol of superiority. 
His bearing anc 
gesticulation had no awkwardness abou . 
them ; they were simply striking anc1 
original. 
He assumed at the start 
frank and friendly relation with the 
jury, which was ex tremely effectiv e. 
He usually began, as the phrase ran, 
by “giv ing away his case,” .by allowing 
to the opposite side ev ery possible ad­ 
v antage that they could honestly and 
justly claim. 
Then he would present 
ais own side of the case with a clear­ 
ness, a candor, an adroitness of state­ 
ment which at once flattered and con­ 
v inced tho jury, and made ev en the by­ 
standers his partisans. 
Bometinacs he 
disturbed the Court with laughter by 
his humorous or apt illustrations; some­ 
times he ex cited tne audience by that 
florid and ex uberant rhetoric which he 
knew well enough how and when to in­ 
dulge in ; but his more usual and more 
successful manner was to rely upon a 
clear, strong, lucid statement, keeping 
details in a proper subordination, and 
bringing forward, in r. way which fast­ 
ened the attention of court and jury 
alike, the essential point on which lie 
claimed a decision. 
“Indeed,” says one 
of his colleagues, “his statement often 
rendered argument unnecessary, and 
often the Court would stop him and 
say: 
‘If that is the case, we will hear 
the other side.’ ”

is the extension of the Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pacific Railroad. This great 
system is making S t J oseph its Missouri 
» River depot for its freight and stock traffic 
between Chicago and the Northwestern 
ranges, and has given the city a promi­ 
nence as a railroad center equaled only by 
Chicago. The extension of the Rock Island 
has induced the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul to extend the diagonal southward 
to St. J oseph, and the Santa Fe to come 
up direct from Topeka and Atchison, in 
order to secure a short cut to Chicago, 
said 
to 
be 
sixty 
miles 
shorter 
than 
by 
any other way. The Rnlo 
bridge will be completed by the first of 
August, and that will send the Burlington 
and Missouri trains from Denver straight 
through St. J oseph, eastward via'the Han­ 
nibal. These and other favorable circum­ 
stances have combined to bring abont a 
boom which, as I said in the outset, has 
become the absorbing topic of conversation 
in every prominent hotel lobby half way 
act oss the continent. 
I hear of men who

investment of $ 1,000. People are 
buying lots in hollows and on top otf 
bluffs, and half the sales are made from 
the map without an inspection of the 
ground whereon they are locate!!. 
The 
city has abont 60,000 inhabitants, and not 
the least remarkable fact is that she is 
quoted in the last United States census as, 
next to Portland, the richest town of 
her size in the country, controlling the 
wholesale trade of Kansus, Nebraska, Col­ 
orado and New Mexico. Her shipping 
facilities, coupled with her large whole­ 
sale trade, have made her perhaps the best 
manufacturing and pork-packing point in 
the West The new Stock Yards, the most 
complete west of Chicago, cover 440 acres 
of ground, and will shortly combine an 
hotel, stock exchange and several large 
¡packing houses, with other facilities. Local 
capitalists are erecting a new $ 300,000 ho- 
lel, a safe depository, and companies have 
been organized to build a belt line and two 
cable roads, while the Council has just 
granted the right to two of the street-car 
companies to employ the electric motor. 
An inspection of the Boston Po st's weekly 
clearing-house reports for the past three 
months shows the percentage of increase 
the largest of any city quoted in the report. 
Under such like circumstances, my in­ 
formant thought, the boom rested upon a 
solid footing. Strangers are coming in by 
« very train, and he predicted that the city 
would have a population of 100,000 in the 
next twelve months. Large additions to 
the city are platted, put on the market and 
sold in two days for residences, manufact­

I jMii'l a v i ;it to (lie palace the other d ay 
an d bad an in terv iew with the kin g, queen 
an d prin ce. 
A queso (sold ier) en n ie from i!;e 
paln co v .iih an in v itation which L, in tri.Ui, 
more a comman d than a request. The goto 
we en ter d on reachin g; tin * groun d s, although 
n ot th« largo fron t gate*, war preten tion ?: 
like all the others, it had on the roof, sn ipin g 
d own to eitln r corn er, a n umber of grotesque 
little hn :i;,e*, part man an d part an imal. 
These arc seated or kn eelin g in all sorts of 
posture^ ran ged in In d ian file, an d are said 
to hav e Uy*u plam l there to protect the p.n l- 
ace again st ev il spirits. 
We pa.v r i Uuough a small gate in to an 
in closure, an d saw before us a beautiful 
build in g on an in lan d in the mid st of a lotus 
pon d . 
It was what is colled the “.Summer 
Palace,n an d is said to hav e but on e riv al in 
all the laud , as fur as architectural beauty is 
con cern ed . 
W© were con d ucted to the upjXT 
part of the build in g where the guests were 
assembled , uid I foun d myself in the presen ce 
of the kin g, queen an d prin ce. 
After I had mad e three lx>v rs (th** required 
n um lar in Corea) an d had been in trod uced , 
by the in terpreter, to the royal family as the 
wife of the great American d octor “Hay " 
(these Corean s on ly use the first syllable of 
on es n ame), the queen said she' was glad to s**e 
me, an d was sorry she d id n ot see me on my 
prev ious v isit to the palace. She was also 
sorry that the in v itation s hail been sen t out 
so late, for she d id n ot un d erstan d American 
customs, an d she hoped we would exon * her. 
A CHAT WITH THE QUEEN. 
In the course */f con v ersation 1 told her. that 
I hod a baby born in Korea, an d that my 
mother thought I ought to call her ‘•Korea” 
after the coun try of her birth. She seemed 
v ery much pleased , an d askwl if the baby was 
well. 1 told her that she had been v accin ated , 
an d had been fev erish an d ill in con ssv pien ce. 
Then she asked if we had all been v accin ated 
when we wow child ren , an d man y other ques­ 
tion s. 
Her majesty is t d elicate lookin g litti*« 
woman , with v ery glossy black hair, parleil 
in the mid d le an d d on e up in a loop on the 
back of her n eck. Bhe was d ressed in « Lark 
Korean silk, quilted v ery beautifully, an d 
she was almost without orn amen ts. B hoisa 
perfectly refin ed lad y, easy uml un affected in 
her man n er. She showed great tact ami skill 
in con d uctin g the con v ersation with us all. 
» She is n ot pretty, but has fin e eyes an d h« *r 
face is pleasin g. The kin g is a fin e lookin g 
man . Although lie let the queen d o most of 
the talkin g on thus occasion , he would some­ 
times put in a word or two; beseemed greatly 
pleased with his 1 ittlequeen un d often laughed 
iit what she said . The prin ce Is a n ice boy 
an d looked much more healthy than i ex 
pec ted after what 1 had heard of him. 
The kin g, queen an d prin ce each stood be­ 
hin d a table cov ered with a tapestry* rug. an d 
a can d le, in a silv er cambestiek, burn ed 1 
k‘- 
fore each of them. The iloor of tlio room 
was cov ered with a tapestry carpet from 
Jupau, an d that was all the furn iture I saw 
in the room. After we had spen t some time 
talkin g with her majesty she told us that 
she had ord ered a little foreign food for us; 
she hoped we would fin d it agreeable, but she 
feared n ot, as she d id n ot un d erstan d abac 
American food . 


THE BANQUETIN'« : HALL. 
We were then taken out in to the ban quet 
mg hall, where we foun d Dr. Ileron , Jud ge 
Den n ey an d man y Korean officials an d ii-v 
bles. 
We were seated at a lon g table, set in 
foreign fashion . 
1 could n ot un d erstan d 
what mad e ev ery v ian d seem so familiar to 
me, un til I examin ed more carefully; then 1 
d iscov ered that ev erythin g on the table had 
l>een mad e after my own recqx's. There was 
a great quan tity of little cakes that 1 often 
hav e for aftern oon tea because they are so 
plain an d in expen siv e. There were d ough­ 
n uts, too, an d man y other ev id en ces of my 
ow'n econ omy in cookin g. They d id look so 
out of place in the palace of a "kin g! When 
the meats an d salad s began to come on they 
were also “a la Mrs. Ileron,” an d the mystery 
was not fully ex plained un til I discovered 
the head of our old cook peering through the 
window and smilin g and bowing to me in a 
delighted way . 
After dinner we sat on the balcon y and en­ 
joyed the soft twilight, as it crept d own from 
the top of the ov erhan gin g moun tain s to the 
brin k of the lotus pon d , which d ept so peace­ 
fully un d er it« royal cov er of fragran t pin k 
lotuses and immen se green leav es, which arei 


often two feet in d iameter.
